Sir: 

Replying to your letter of yesterday, relative to the records of 
the mint stored at the Post Office building, I would say that of 

course for the present you will hold the key to the room where these 

records are stored, but before submitting the question to the Depart¬ 
ment, relative to the custody of that room and the vaults therein, I 
would submit that it would be much more desirable if the records of 
the mint could be kept in the mint itself. It seems to me that some 
room might be fitted up in the mint building where these records could 
be stored. The advantage and propriety of having the records of the % 
mint kept in the building where access to them could be readily ob¬ 
tained is so apparent that I need not enlarge upon it. 

I do not believe that the vaults in the Post Office will be re¬ 

quired for storage purposes by the mint in the near future. The new 
vault in the mint in which they are now storing silver dollars will 
hold on a pinch at least sixty million dollars and the other vaults 
in your mint which could be used for a similar purpose will hold at 
least twenty millions more, so that it wquld require an addition of 


fifty million silver dollars, provided no new vaults were built ii

your mint, before its storage capacity would be exhausted. 

I will wait until I hear from you on this subject before I sub¬ 
mit the question as to the final disposition of the room and the 
vaults in the Post Office to the Department.
